On a 
piece of paper give the show title, broadcast date and the announcer's speech. Include your 
source for the recording too, if known! 

The BBC released their latest CD package ( Series 2 the first "14” shows ) in June 2004. Disc 6 
contains one recording plus 3 original scripts with annotations and doodles and two lovely 
photos. This bonus material is a delight to see. It is also hugely helpful to enthusiasts in 
presenting original texts of the showsandfallowing: listeners to see how much is added or edited 
from the original script to the : final broadcast. Long may this practice continue! 

The accompanying booklet is also keen to persuade the Navy Lark fraternity to dig around those 
piles of tapes we have and see if those shows come to light! 

Someone at Studio Canal must have heard our laments at the Joss of "Watch Your Stern” from 
the VHS catalogue. After a couple of false:Starts they have now released the movie on DVD with 
original artwork from the 1960s movie. It lodks a treat. If you shop carefully you can find it at 
discount from companies like "Choices Direct". Steve Arnold has undertaken to tidy up a VHS 
copy of the Navy Lark movie and package the film with original poster artwork and lobby card 
images on DVD.

Produced-by Network, one movie in the series features 
Jon Pertwee and Ronnie Barker in Runaway Railvyay:The pyDs all come with 2 full length 
stories on them and make for delightful viewingtreat yourself!Again prices vary; widely buying 
direct from vyww.networkvideos.co.uk assures you of getting Vol 4 Runaway Railway, but they 
will charge the full retail price. 

BBC? have yet to reply to any correspondence sent to them. I have heard, similar concerns from 
other listeners. It is evident that the station runs with insufficient staff, resulting in everyone 
feeling constantly pressured. Hopefully, as: routines fully establish themselves they will find the 
time to be more communicative.

MEETING JON PERTWEE 


Beforel£0;frfo>.foe three occasions that I met Jon, I’d first like to mention how I came to 
make my Navy Lark Log. I first came across the Navy Lark Whilst serving in the British 
Army in Germany, the British Forces Services radio station was a forerunner of the new 
digital Radio 7, repeating radio classics from the Goons to the Clitheroe Kid (another 
favourite) and the Navy, Lark. 

Years later I had recorded a few repeats of the Navy Lark and wondered how many were 
made. After a few enquiries I found Out that Manchester Arts Lihrary held all copies of 
the Radio Times on micro film. I then decidedto visit to obtain all the transmission dates, 
but there wfere no titles listed* With this information I set about collecting as many Navy 
Lark shows as possible. 0M of the first persons to help was Malcolm Chapman, hot a 
Navy Lark enthusiastdiims:el% but he did send me a couple of shows and as foefotinder of 
STARS (’Savers of ■JeleYisionrand Radio Shows) put me’in touch with fellow Navy Lark 
collectors. Malcolm also sent me a Navy Lark Log of unknown origin, which I based my 
Navy Lark Log on. It hafodates and titles of around 200 shows. 

T made up titles of shows that had none on from the original fog, such as The Fairground 
Lights 19-4-59, The Comfort Fund-26-4-59, Stuck up the Inlet 3 -5 -59, to name but a few. 
The titles were there to help identity the shows, this was before the excellent research 
dotie by Tony Reynolds. Thanks to Tony we can now identify any shew within the 
announcers first sentence, although it is still good to have the titles, which fop'fiBC have 
also used. 

The first time I met Jon Pertwee was at foe stage doOr of the Manchester Opera House; 
having just watched Jon in the Hr Whp Stage play The Ultimate Adventure in May 1989; 
When he kindly signed my copy of MooftboOts and Dinnersuits (autobiography), I Only 
managed a “thank you very much” as Jon was being overwhelmed by fans, so I was out 
oft the street with my signed book before, you Could say “left hand down” 

Four years later a much longer meeting.occurrgd, it was in September 1993, at a Dr Who 
Convention, celebrating 30 years of Dir Who in Hammersmith London a 2 day event On 
foe second day, Sunday 5 September Jon was meeting fans for a one hour session, I 
bought a ticket and joined the queue. 

I took two terns with m< my Navy Lark Log and my 1959 front cover Navy Lark Radio 
Times, ter a long wait I at last met Jon, he was amused that ! wanted to talk about foe 
Navy Lark at a Dr Who Convention, when he signed my Navy Lark Radio Times “ Jon 
Pertwee C.P.O. Retired EtNVR” I gave him a copy of my Navy Lark Log, which he 
gracefully accepted, he then asked me if I would mind him showing it to Leslie Phillips 
who he was having dinner with the following week. I was only too pleased to say yes, 
Jon then had a photographer take my picture with him.

man show ‘Who is Jon Pertwbe?” It was a brilliant evening, Jon was on his best form 
telling his may hilarious stories and anecdotes about his life and career.

The children of 
forestry worker, Brian Cornwell, they stayed only a few months at the school before transferring to the now Saint Patricks College in Gympie.

Judy, who initially trained as a student dancing teacher, is now recognized as one of Britain! s leading actresses. Her first stage appearance was at the 
age of fifteen in th^ pantomine Cinderella. . She has since performed in revues, stage productions from Shakespeare to the recent Brisbane session of 
Bedroom Farcq! , and is a well-known face on television and movie screens. For those familiar with the English comedy, . Keeping up 
Appearances, Judy Cornwell plays the part of Daisy. 

Judy Cornwell writes: 

I have been in Ireland, filming "David Copperfield" and I did not return home until March Since then I 
have been in London making a comedy radio series and a drama radio series. Then in Birmingham making 
a TV quiz show and now I am up in Leeds playing in an episode of H Heartbeat n for /TV. 

I would have loved to have been able to attend the 75 1 '' Anniversary ofDagun State School but of course it is 
not possible with my work commitments at the moment 

In my novel, "The Seventh Sunrise," there is a whole chapter describing a small bush town called GUNDA, 
which of course is an anagram forDagun. I remember the small town so well There is a lot of writer's 
invention in the book - if is definitely not factual - but the childhood memories were the inspiration I am 
sending you a copy which should arrive in time for your celebrations. The story includes a description of 
flooding in the Mary Valley. 

In 1981, after touring New Zealand with a play, I returned to Queensland to visit my father's grave in 
Gympie and to show my husband and son where I spent nyy childhood. I was able to find Dagun like a 
homing pigeon 

I first went to school in Lagoon Pocket and then came to Dagun State School before attending the Convent 
of Mercy in Gympie. After leaving that school I went on to Gympie State School 

At Dagun State School, I remember the teacher always looking clean, healthy and jovial He wore very 
white shirts and I always enjoyed his lessons . A Methodist minister used to visit once a week and give us 
Religious Knowledge instruction. He used to sweat profusely. 

We began our day standing by the flag and singing the national anthem. Then we marched smartly into the one big 
schoolroom. My brother cannot remember Dagun State School, only Lagoon Pocket. He remembers being led away screaming 
with fright at the sight of the nuns in Gympie. My brother is now a music teacher in Bognor College. My cat home. She was a 
beautiful black and white cat called Sooty. In Gympie, she saved me from a snake. After school I would collect the milk from a 
farm about a mile away and carry it home in our billy can. 

One thing I always remember is the sweet delicious taste of Queensland tank water. After playing games 
we would drink from the tap and no water has ever tasted so sweet. When I returned to England the sour 
taste of the water was the first thing to induce homesickness for Queensland 

Have a wonderful day. I send all my best wishes.
